Mention was made in Tuesday's Ad- 


vocate of the bold work of a stranger 
in passing a forged check on Messrs. 
Palmer and Lamb, the West

street grocers, which was signed "Wil- 
liam H. Smith" of the P. Smith.

tache, then left the store, failing to 
take with him some of the groceries 
that he had purchased." On Monday 
when the check was sent to the bank 
it was returned with the statement 
that it was a clever 
forgery.

If the defcet appe.it.s in an open sp.icc 
where is 110 einbioulery, it is a good 
Idea to leave the wmk until the curtaiu 
is ready to bang. The piece to be ap- 
plied (in the homely vernacular, the 
patch) should be cut large enough to 
overlap the edges of the hole. Moisten 
the edges of rent and patch with stiff 
starch, join the two neatly and irou 
them together uiidcr a cloth until dry. 


If the tear has appeared among the 


lacework or embroidery, before doing 
the curtain up applj a piece of net as 
nearly like the material as possible 
and imitate the embroidery or work as 
closely as skill will permit ia joining it 
to the fabric. 


Home laundered lace curtains are 


often stiffened too much. This is a 
common fault -with those of particular- 
ly fine texture, 
which 
should 
be 


starched only enough to give them the 
quality of the original dressing. The 
coarser the lace the more stiffening 
will be needed. For the purpose gum 
arable or starch may be used. Certain 
housekeepers say that for particularly 
choice lace gelatin is bes,t. If an old 
appearance is wanted, the stiffening 
liquid may be tinted with saffron. Cof- 
fee and tea are sometimes used, but 
the former carries with it its odor. To 
get lace curtains straight and of even 
length measure the depth from top 
window casing to floor and adjust the 
frames to this size. Then lit the wet 
curtains to this space. 


The pins of the old curtain frames 


left punctures in the edges of the dra- 
peries. New*sorts a\oid this by Ufaing 
more slender pins. 


In doing up madras curtains, which 


tear too easily'to allow of stretching 
on frames, spread them very sti night 
on the grass and let them dry in that 
position. If a smoother, look is wanted 
than is given by this method, press 
them with a warm iron on a tlaunel 
cloth and under a thin cloth.

Apple Preserves. 


Make a sirup of white sugar and wa- 


ter. Let it boil two or three minutes 
in a flat pan. Select large, arm apples 
and peel and slice them. leaving in the 
core, or cut in dice half to three-fourths 
of an inch square; drop in enough to 
cover the top of the sirup, boil slow- 
ly until transput ent, lay them out on a 
flat dish and set in the sun. Put more 
apples In tht sirup and continue as be- 
fore until all the sirup is used up. Then 
make a fresh sirup, enough to cover 
the apples, and after it has boiled a 
few; minutes put the sunned apples in 
and boil them fifteen minutes. Put ia 
jars, pour sirup over them and seal. 
This requires a pound of sugar to a 
pound of fruit, using half to boil the 
apples in and half to make tbe last 
sirup.

tance removed to the west, and the 
durbar itself will be held in the great 
Eawari plain, upon the same site as 
the imperial assemblage which sig- 
nalized the assumption of the title of 
kaisar-i-hind by the first queen empress 
of India on Jan. 1, 1877, says the Lon- 
don correspondent of the Kew York 
Times. 


At ordinary times the plain at the 


foot of the riclge is an empty, bare 
stretch, covered with short turf and 
forming a pleasant ground for a morn- 
ing's canter, but at Christmastide, 
1902, it will be covered with the snowy 
camps of the viceroy of India and his 
principal lieutenants and adjutators 
and will be resplendent with the bright 
eastern suiroundings by which such 
camps are always framed. 
Tbe vice- 


regal camp will be in the center of all, 
flanked on tbe south by tbe camps of 
the governor of Bombay and of the 
commander in chief of India and tbe 
generals of tbe four commands, and ou 
the north by those of the governor of 
Madras and tbe lieutenant governors, 
chief commissioners and agents to tbe 
governor general throughout India. 


At the back of tbe central camp is 


being constructed a permanent resi- 
dence for the viceroy's occupation. 
This will hereafter "fill a much needed 
want at Delhi—viz, a guesthouse for 
distinguished guests and visitors. The 
press camp will be ou the left of the 
stute camps a;id one visitors' camp on 
the right, while another will be outside 
the Kashmir gate of tbe city. All tbe 
camps and tbe durbar plain will be 
connected by the light railway which 
Is being constructed for the convenience 
of visitors, and all will be illuminated 
by electric light. 


Proceeding along the Grand Trunk 


road and beyond the canal another 
plain is seen to tbe north, more low 
lying and more bare than tiic stretches 
of tbe old cantonment This is the Ba- 
wari plain, and in tbe m:ddle of it, 
about two miles from the state camps, 
which will be the center of everything, 
and some four miles from the Kashmir 
gate, are the imperial amphitheater and 
dais where the coronation durbar will 
be held. On this occasion, as on that 
of the impci ial assemblage, it will be 
the scene of a gorgeous ceremony, in 
which no element of oriental pomp will 
be lacking. The ^ iceroy himself, the 
great chiefs in ix-ace nnd war subordi- 
nate to him alone, the noble Indian 
feudatories of tbe crown, troops and 
guns, horses nnd elephants, splendid 
regiments nnd brightly cl.ui. joyous 
crowds, all will be there and will make 
a picture of display and splendor such 
as has never IK-MI seen ev«-n in India.

During tbe winter, however, be 
says, jou can have good roads in any 
direction without any erpenie. What 
is needed is a general system by which 
a road that is greatly needed can be 
built Tbe country has no &uch system 
and no road law. 


From this time on Alaska will have 


to be reckoned with as n residence 
country. The whole Yukon valley is 
capable of comfortable settlement and 
will support an immense population. 
There is a peculiarity of the plant life 
of that country in that arctic vegeta- 
tion is found at Lake Bennett and a 
country void of trees. Tbe farther one 
goes north tbe vegetation Increases ' 
until at Fort Yukon forests of a mer- 
chantable timber grow. These forests 
fade away again before you reach the 
coast, and they do not reach the Bering 
sea by 150 miles.

of the Yukon region. The high coast 
range of mountains precipitates the 
moisture on their westerly slopes, leav- 
ing a dry -winter in tbe Yukon -valley.

"Wilde is the Rainbow, formerly a cat- 
tle ship, which was purchased by tbe 
government at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war and afterward 
converted into a distilling ship. She 
was sunt to Manila and has since been 
put into shipbuilders' bands in orien- 
tal waters. She has been comfortably 
filled up for the accommodation of 
the admiral commander at Manila, to- 
gether with a large staff. She is nei- 
ther armed nor armored, simply carry- 
ing guns of small caliber for saluting 
purposes. 


The IJainbow is admirably fitted for 


entertaining purposes and will be thus 
used when the fleet visits the various 
cities of the Asiatic coast.

taffy pans and making off with then:. 


The origin of Hallowe'en is veiled 


in the mystery of primitive tinier. 
One. of the four festivals held sac re11 
a thousand years before the ChrisNaJi 
era was, on what we know as the last 
clay of October, Hallowe'en. It is a 
Christian name, but the 
customs of 


the clay carry us back to the remot- 
est ages. The Hebrews and tae 
Phoenicians called it Haal Shewin, a 
name signifying the principle of the 
order, the Irish Celts called it Sain- 
hain, or Salnfuin, meaning the end cf 
the summer, but the oldest name for 
the feast that has been preserved to 
us is the Celtic Sham-in, or Baal's 
Fire. 


An Irish king who lived A. D. -100, 


commanded 
sacrifices to be offered 


this night to the spirits of the dead, 
who were believed to be at liberty at 
this season to visit 
their 
earthly 


haunts and their friends. 
Centuries 


before that time the Druids taught 
that on this eve the 
Lord of DeatU 


called together the wicked souls that 
within the last twelve-month had b^en 
condemned to occupy the bodies of thc 
inferior 
animals. These spirits, by 


doing some good or making some peo- 
ple happy, could gain favor and be 
released from their evil "surroundings 
and, perhaps, be allowed to re-enter 
the body of some human child in- 
stead of the body of some of thc b\v- 
cr animals. 


From this belief and the 
Irish 


king's edict sprang many of the cur- 
ious superstitions 
associated with 


Hallowe'en. 


Then there was an almost universal 


belief that 
the 
doors of the fairy 


world were particularly 
opened on 


Hallowe'en. In the very early tinis= 
there was a belief that if a maiden 
would go out into the valley, where 
the fairies made their magic ring 
and listen intently, the fairies would 
tell, in the sighing of the breezes or 
the rustling of thc leaves, the name 
of the loved one, and 
whether he 


would be true.
